approximately  25  of  these  made  in  silver 
to  be  given  to  friends. 

In  the  course  of  the  conversation  at 
the  time,  I  mentioned  that  the  silver 
pieces  would  probably  be  the  type  used 
by  Mandarins  and  the  bronze  pieces  by 
the  peasants.  He  thought  this  was  a 
good  gag  and  went  around  telling  every¬ 
one  the  story,  and  soon  it  was  accepted 
in  the  Boston  area  and  both  of  us  had 
many  a  chuckle  about  it. 

I  wonder  whether  it  is  coincidence 
after  reading  the  story,  or  am  I  the  one 
responsible  for  this  numismatic  fable?

SHADES  OF  WORLD  WAR  II  - 

After  completing  basic  training  at. 

Camp  Lee,  Virginia,  I  was  sent  to  the 
Army  Administration  School  at  West 
Chester,  Pennsylvania,  for  a  six  week 
sojourn  to  learn  how  the  Army  handled 
their  Postal  Service  and  forget  how  it 
was  done  in  civilian  life. 

Thence,  a  delay  enroute  to  Oakland, 
California  for  overseas  duty,  which  en¬ 
abled  me  to  spend  a  few  days  home. 

My  outfit,  the  36th  Postal  Regulating 
Section  was  staged  there  at  Oakland, 
and  in  due  course  our  orders  arrived  to 
be  attached  to  the  7th  Base  Post  Office 
in  Australia. 

So  the  Army  dutifully  crammed  us  on 
the  first  ship  going  in  that  direction, 
even  though  there  was  no  room,  and  no 
orders,  to  be  on  that  troop  carrier. 

‘ s  Andtto  further  compile  the  snafu  when 
We  arrived  at  Pearl  Harbor  it  was  dis¬ 
covered  that  there  were  still  no  orders 
for  us  to  be  on  that  boat,,  and  it  took 
two  days  to  decide  whether  to. let  us  off 
or  not. 

But  one  thing  x*as  in  our  favor,  the 
ship  was  only  going  to  H?-waii  and  then 
was  to  return  to  the  States,  so  they 
decided  to  kick  us  off.  And  besides 
the  15th  Base  Post  Office  at  Fort  Shaf- 
ter  needed  some  extra  help,  so  they  de¬ 
cided  to  send  us  there  until  another 
ship  was  available,  and  they  made  up 
their  minds  just  what  to  do  with  us.

My  outfit’s  first  job  at  BPO  15  was  to 
sort  out  mail  from  planes  that  had  ditched  , 
in  the  Pacific.  The  recovered  mail  was 
in  terrible  shape,  burned,  charred  and 
mostly  soaking  wet.  Our  job  was  to  sort 
it  bur  individually  and  spread  it  out  on 
tables  to  dry,  and  then  when  dry  to  try 
and  decipher  enough  of  the  address  or  the 
return  address  to  forward  it  on  to  the 
addressee  or  return  to  the  sender. 

So  now  the  connection  with  World  War  II. 
Yesterday  I  received  a  "souvenir”  from  the 
post  office  in  Toledo  with  the  attached 
note  "We  are  sorry  for  the  damage  and  de¬ 
lay  to  your  mail  which  is  the  result  of 
the  crash  of  an  aircraft  at  Toledo  Express 
Airport  on  July  8,  1971". 

It’s  pretty  well  charred  around  the  edges 
and  still  pretty  damp  and  watersoaked,  so 
I'm  going  ‘to  leave  it  in  the,  plastic  holder 

and  keep  it  for  a  souvenir.  . 

Your  return  is  quite  ink  streaked  but 
still  readable,  and  my  name  and  address 
(typed)  is  very  good,  as  is  the  postmark 
(July  7). 

So  whatever  it  was,  could  you  find  an 
extra  copy. and  send  me  so  I  can  keep  up 
with  your  most  informative  and  interesting 
news ,

THE  PETERMANN  STORE  TOKENS  - 

One  of  the  more  interesting  and  chal¬ 
lenging  sets  of  Michigan  merchants  to¬ 
kens,  are  those  used  by  the  chain  of 
Petermann  Stores  in  a  number  of  Kewenaw 
Peninsula  communities.  These  tokens 
are  one  of  the  Ingle  series  with  the 
patent  date  of  April  7*  191^*  This  date 
corresponds  with  the  dates  of  the  exis¬ 
tence  of  the  stores,  which  in  general 
was  during  the  greatest  activity  of  the 
copper  mines  in  that  area.  All  of  these 
stores  were  listed  in  the  1 909  issue  of 
the  R.  G.  Dun  Reference  Book; 

What  adds  interest  to  these  tokens  is 
the  fact  that  while  all  are  inscribed 
with  Petermann  Stores  Co.,  -Inc.  and  the 
denomination,  each  token  in  addition  has 
a  conspicuous  circle  holding  the  appro¬ 
priate  initial  letter  of  the  community 
where  the  store  was  located.  •  To  date 
my  collection  of  these  tokens  (All  Ingle) 
contains  the  following;

The  following  was  received  from  George 
Stenson  - 

In  the  July  issue  of  The  Junk  Box  you 
listed  several  communities  that  had  been 
reported  as  having  issued  numismatic  ma¬ 
terial,  and  requested  Mich-TAMS  members 
to  assist  in  reporting  others. 

The  list  that  I  have  enclosed  is  as 
near  complete  as  I  can  make  it.  Some 
communities  and/or  Committees  have  been 
most  co-operative  and  have  immediately 
replied  to  my  letters,  or  if  the  travel¬ 
ing  distance  was  not  too  much  over  100 
miles  I  managed  to  make  a  personal  trip 
to  obtain  material  personally..  Sometimes 
I  had  to  make  the  second  trip  because 
the  people  that  manned  the  Centennial 
Headquarters  were  only  there  on  certain 
days  of  the  week,  or  only  certain  hours 
of  the  day. 

On  the  other  hand,  several  comunities 
with  which  I  attempted  to  contact  with 
letters  of  inquiry  have  ignored  or  at 
least  failed  to  accord  me  with  the  cour¬ 
tesy  of  a  reply,  even  though  I  have  al¬ 
ways  sent  a  self  addressed  stamped  en¬ 
velope  along  with  my  letter. 

Another  deplorable  fact  that  ;I  have 
run  up  against  on  numerous  occasions 
is  that  too  many  business  men.  or  places 
in  their  communities  do  not  know  what 
plans  have,  been  made  or  what  souvenirs 
are  to  be  issued  to  celebrate  their  Cen¬ 
tennials  or  Anniversaries.  That  also 
applies  to  many  of  the  city  employees, 
who  most  certainly  of  all  people  of  the 
ccmraunjty  should  know  whatrs  going  on. 

I  have  not  attempted  to  list  centennial 
souvenirs  as  listed  by  the  letters  re¬ 
turned  to  me,  but  only  the  basic  collect¬ 
ables  such  as  the  coin-medals,  pinback 
buttons  and  wooden  nickels.  Most  com¬ 
munities,  as  you  know,  usually  have  bum¬ 
per  stickers,  decals,  plates,  ash  trays, 
hats,  dresses,  aprons,  pot  holders,  etc. 
One  small  community  up  north  listed  26 
various  items,  no  less.
